Corner Stone 
Laid Down Today 




Today at 11:30 Mr. David Stewart, 
benefactor of Macdonald College, in the 
tradition of Sir William Macdonald will 
Say down the cornerstone of our Student 
Union. Dr. Rocke Robertson, principal of 
McGill University and Dr. Dion will pre- 
side at the ceremony. 

Mr. Stewart's trowel will bring the 
Centennial Centre to realization. Long 
have the students of the campus awaited 
such a facility and it is indeed a far cry 
from the Old Coffee Shop for those who 
remember its tatty but hallowed halls. 

Although many hove wished for such 
a Union, it was not until o said anonym- 
ous donation was made. (Here the 
Editorial Board feels safe to hypothesize 
that it was another generous Stewart do- 
nation). Significant measures were taken 
to procure a Student Union when this 
gift was placed in the studrnts' hands. 
This was in the spring of '64 and since 
then both time and deliberation have 
brought this building to the stage of 
initial construction. 

The building itself, planned by M. A. 
Blanchford, is to consist of three floors. 
In the basement there will be the Student 
Offices, meeting rooms - (Failt Ye, Clan 
etc.) as well as an apartment for the 
building custodian. There will also be a 
bowling alley area which will not be 
completed in the first stage. 

The first floor will be comprised of a 
lounge, cloak room. Union centre, and 



College Shop. On the second floor there 
are more meeting rooms, a snack bar and 
Ball Room. The whole building will be 
air-conditioned. 

As of now the total student contribu- 
tions towards our Centennial Centre is 
$57,000. The "Stewart Donation" was 
initially $1,000,000, but the total cost 
was fixed at $1,382,000. This means 
there is $325,000 which has been tallied 
unaccounted for. We have information 
from good sources that indicates this 
$325,000 was again a contribution from 
the Stewart purse. 

To the Stewarts we can only express 
our most sincere gratitude i 

The Centre is being planned to meet 
the present needs and those of the im- 
mediate future, but it is of "open - end" 
design and may be added to as the need 
arises. It is hoped that the building will 
be ready by April 1968. 

The corner stone will contain issues 
of the Failt Ye Times, copies of the Clan, 
o book entitled "History of Macdonald 
College of McGill University", an Activity 
Calendar, a Centennial set of coins, a 
Centennial Symbol, and possibly an 
aerial photograph of Macdonald College. 
After the ceremony a reception will be 
held attended by members of the Board 
of Governors and the Senate. 

The Clan Macdonald now has a 
Union Centre ! 



OTTAWA (CUP) - Patrick 
Watson last week (Sept. 15) 
urged Carleton U. freshmen to 
revolt against the administration 
and faculty. 

Watson, who co-hosted the 
controversial "Seven Days" TV 
show with Laurier Lapierre, told 
500 first-year students to work 
through their students association 
to gain a bigger say in the ad- 
ministration of their university. 

"You can convert the next four 
years of drudgery into a social 
and intellectual adventure if you 
act now", he said. 



He said the university is a 
learning situation and not a 
training school. 

He attacked professors who 
lazily believe that to impart 
knowledge all they need to do 
is stand up in front of a class 
full of students and give the 
same lecture they gave last 
year. 

The time is gone when student 
government's major role was 
organizing dances and football 
games. "Now they are working 
for political reform within the 
university", he said. 



Ptmcipal Encourages Student Activism 



TORONTO (CUP) - Glendon 
College freshmen were told last 
Monday (Sept. 18) "if Glendon 
College does not have among 
its students more than the usual 
number of student activists, it is 
failing in its task". 

Escott Reid, principal of Glen- 
don College, York university said 
"the college has a place for 
student activists, for student re- 
formers, even for student an- 
archists". 

He said while the college 
delights in honoring students of 
high academic distinction, it also 
has a place "for non-conformists 
such OS the student of marked 
intelligence who decides that he 
will be satisfied just to get a safe 
pass in his official studies", and 
who devotes his surplus energeies 
to "cultural, creative, or political 
activities". 

"At a university extra-curric- 
ular activities complement formal 
academic studies", he said. 
"They are no substitute for them". 

"There are moreover degrees 
of value in the extra-curricular 
activities of students. The student 
body cannot escape being con- 
cerned with the financing of col- 
lege dances and with the quality 
of the food in the dining hall 
but this kind of concern with 
the housekeeping problems of 
college life should be of a dif- 
ferent order from the kind of 
passionate concern which is ap- 
propriate to such matters as the 
tragedy of Vietnam, the position 
of Quebec in Canada, the grow- 
ing gap between China and the 
rest of the world, the absence of 
real equality of educational op- 
portunity in Canada, the abol- 
ition of racial discriminations, a 
concern so passionate that stu- 
dents who feel it will be prepar- 
ed to undergo the tough intel- 
lectual discipline of studying 



these problems in depth so that 
they will be able to comprehend 
something of their subtlety ohd 
complexity." 

Reid said he recognized the 
need for new relations between 
students, faculty and admin- 
istration in the management of 
college affairs. 

"But I have accepted a post 
of authority in this college and 

this university", he said. "I am 
prepared to share my respon- 
sibility with the student body of 
the college. 1 will not abdicate 
either the responsibility or the 
authority".

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EDITORIAL 

FOR YOUR 
BENEFEIT 

The role of a student newspaper seems to vary 
from college to college and university to university, and 
very often from year to year within any one paper. 
However, it is with few exceptions that the newspaper 
on any Canadian campus does not end up in opposition 
to the Student Council and other administration bodies. 
It is not hard to determine why this happens, for within 
6ur system of student administration there is no organ- 
ized opposition and there are no set channels through 
which opposition or disagreement may be expressed. 
Therefore, the cry is to go to press and voice dissent 
through the only organ that will make these feelings 
heard and felt. Secondly, the members of a university 
press are very often of more extreme and opinionated 
minds, and probably in the main, join this "society" to 
give vent to their otherwise muted cry. The role the press 
therefore assumes is one of an unofficial opposition that 
arbitrarily assumes the responsibility for the rights of 
the students. 

This campus has in the past suffered little for the 
above ailment; for the Failt-Ye Times has never yet 
boasted anyone on its staff who even come near to 
being radical, and has assumed the role of reporting 
the campus trivia, and very little else. Furthermore, a 
weekly paper can hardly be called a newspaper for 
the news it carries is invariably several days "stale", 
and therefore, has little or no impact value. It is merely 
a periodical report on the proceedings of the week 
before, along with various other 'interest' items, and 
as a result has little appeal and no glare at all. The 
average student takes his copy either to check the sport- 
ing record of the college, or merely "because it is there". 

In the light of the above, and bearing in mind 
what has been previously said, it is no easy task to 
determine what the policy of this paper should be. To 
make it more interesting and readable one has to 
broaden the scope of its coverage and introduce more 
than superficial opinions that are likely to be contro- 
versial. But introducing controversy for its own sake is 
irresponsible and undesirable, and is the easiest way to 
establish a reputation of being anti-establishment. This 
is all very well; but does not get one very far. 

I, therefore, feel that it is the duty of this paper 
to cater to all sections of opinion on this campus, and 
publish what comes forth. (Very little has come forth 
in the past.) It is also the duty of council to see that they 
publicise their own ocivities and opinions in this paper. 
We are not the official organ of publicity for council, 
but are the only organ through which they can ex|3ress 
their opinions — there is a subtle difference between the 
two. Though this paper is ultimately responsible to 
council, it is not run by council — as is the case on some 
other campuses. This is an essential fact, for it means 
that the Failt-Ye is free to express its own reasonable 
opinions, and in this freedom lies the responsibility of 
the staff and editors of the paper. With this freedom, 
it is the responsibility of the paper to cover both external 
and internal student affairs, and to see that all comment 
and criticism is both positive and constructive.

Ring a Reality

At the International Agricul- 
tural Students* Conference, re- 
cently held on the Macdonald 
Campus, there was a meeting of 
six Canadian agricultural facul- 
ties to discuss the design and 
distribution of the proposed 
agricultural graduate ring. When 
the meeting came to a close, the 
delegates from U.B.C., Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Guelph 
and Macdonald had decided upon 
the complete design of the ring 
and who would be permitted to 
wear It. 

The ring, to be worn on the 
small finger of the right hand, 
will be a 6mm band of 10k gold. 
The raised design on the ring 
win be an *A' slightly enclosed 
from the bottom by two heads 
of wheat. The ring may be worn 
by all B.Sc. (AGR) graduates 
from a Canadian university. 

As the dye is now being cast, 
the ring should be available, to 
graduates. In the spring of *68 
at a cost of $17.20. A picture of 
the ring Is being obtained from 
the University of Manitoba so it 
may be viewed In Robbers' Roost 
by potential graduates towards 
the end of October.
